Contract between 
Mr. Pittman, . the Porterville 
board and the Tulare county board 
of supervisors will be completed 
at a special meeting of the mem- 
orial board January 15, after 
which, 180 days will be allowed 
for completion. 

Motion to accept the low Pitt- 
man bid, from among seven oth- 
ers, was made by Aubrey M. Lum- 
ley, Jr.; seconded by Gene Quiram 
and carried unanimously. 

The building will be of frame 
and plaster construction; will in- 
clude an auditorium to seat 360 
persons; a stage with storage 
space underneath; kitchen, toilets, 
janitor’s room and office. 

Floors and foundation will be 
of concrete, with asphalt tile cov- 
ering floors.

It is a disease primar- 


the biting insect, such as the 
horse fly and mosquito from horse 
to horse and also to man. Sev- 
eral rodents have been suspicion- 
ed as being reservoirs of infection, 
or as.acting as intermediate hosts 
for .the disease. The ground 
lsqguirrel and rabbit are among 
those known to harbor the virus 
causing the disease. 

This disease is of particular sig- 
nificance because it is endemic 
here in the valley. Last year 
happened to be a bad year. Next 
year it may not be so apparent. 
The thing runs in cycles and out- 
break is usually followed by a 
period of quiet years in which 
very little of it shows up. I am 
speaking of the veterinary side of 
things, but human cases closely 
parallel the incidence in the 
horse. 


Last year the disease gave evi- 
dence early in the summer of get- 
iting ready to erupt. I saw a case 
in a suckling foal in early May 
which is quite unusual. It could 
\have gone into a serious epidemic, 
both in man and the horse, in 
fact it did create a scare in man, 
but do you know what stopped it 
from doing so? 

Not the feeble attempt at kill- 
ing the mosquito, but the mass 


virus in the horse. Complacency, 
then a rise to an emergency, is 


‘never an alert defense. It is most 
always so.

RECLAMATION OF ALKALI LAND 
IS USUALLY LONG PROCESS THAT _—- | 
REQUIRES SPECIAL WORK AND CROPS,

During periods of generally fa- 
vorable agricultural prices, ef- 
forts to farm alkali jJand are re- 
newed due to their lower costs 
and favorable ground water levels. 
Any alkali soil may be reclaimed 
providing sufficient time, money, 
or effort is expended or 4 com- 
bination of all three. 

Bven with good prices, the rec- 
lamation does not always prove 
an economical practice. Many 
people fail to understand what 
alkali is or the necessary reclama- 
tion procedure. Such failure can | 
be easily understood since soil | 
scientists themselves have only | 
discovered some of the fundamen- | 
tal concepts leading to an under- 


paratively recent period. The un- 


igerstanding, while not complex, 


requires more knowledge of chem- 
istry than most people possess. 
There are two types of alkali, 


.generally called white and black 
alkali.

The clays in black al- 
kali soils are generally highly 
dispersed so that water penetrates + 
very slowly. Black alkali soils 
often also contain an excess of 
neutral salts. 

Fortunately this sodium can be 


dealt with if some form of soluble 


calcium ig available. Calcium will 
in fact the 
amount of sodium absorbed on 
the clay particles is not injurious 


‘ig only 30% of the soluble salts 


are calcium and magnesium salts, 
and the other 70% sodium salts. 
Generally soluble calcium is added 
as*gypsum, Soil sulfur can also 
he used on soils containing lime, . 
(calcium carbonate,) since the 
sulfur is converted by bacteria to 
sulfuric acid which in turn re- 
acts with the lime to form gyp- # 
sum. 

It is not necessary to add a sol- 
uble source of calcium to replace 
all the sodium present. Once the 
alkali condition is reduced to the 
point that alkali tolerant crops 
will grow, the carbon dioxide giv- 
en off by the roots serve to bring 
more calcium into solution provid- 
ing the soil contains lime. Most 
of the alkali soils in Tulare coun- 
ty do contain large amounts of 
lime. 

Where only an excess of soluble 
lgalts are present, leaching alone 
lig a sufficient reclamation pro- 
cedure. Where sodium is the prob- 
em (black alkali) some amend- 
ment must be ‘applied followed by 
‘leaching. Many of the black al- 
kali soils are difficult to reclaim 
if they are heavy textured, clay 
lloam or clay. The alkali salts 
must eventually be leached out, 
that is, washed down through the 
soil, and the presence of compact » 
‘clay layers or hardpan so restricts 
the movemen of water that recla- 
mation“may be very slow. 

The choice of crops for alkali 
land is-also important. Some 
crops are tolerant to alkali and 
will produce during the period of 
reclamation. All are shallow root- 
ed, such as barley, sudan grass, 
grain sorghums, sugar beets, and 
| pasture grasses possess consid- 
jerable tolerance. The preferred 
‘method of irrigation is by flood- 
ing since furrow irrigation does 
not result in washing out salts. 
| While new methods and ma- 
‘terials for alkali reclamation are 
‘proposed the basic steps of recla- 
mation cannot be altered, and no 
quick, easy miraculous results 
jought to be expected.

These hearings are in line with | 
\the policy of the commission as 
lwell as the department to aban- 
'don most of the game refuges as 
having served their purpose and 
being no longer necessary. 

As a rule there is little opposi- 
tion to discontinuing refuges ex- 
‘cept from property owners and re- 
sort operators in the area. The 
complaint here however seldom 
has anything to do with game 
but the fear of rifle fire, usually 
deer hunting. Generally this 
largument is about the best that 
can be presented to have adverse 
effect for the very simple rea- 
son that the commission and the 
department is legally charged 
with the welfare of fish and game 
and not private property owners. 
It costs the fish and game de- 
partment money to maintain a 
refuge and the source of such 
funds is from the safe of licenses, 
or in other words the sportsmen 
who are denied certain hunting 
privileges if a refuge is maintain- 
ed merely as a human safety zone. 
It has happened in the past on 
a few occasions that when a game 
refuge has been opened for the 
first time after a long closure 
there is a mad rush of deer hunt- 
ers to presumably get that big 
buck that has been protected. 
a result some refuges have been 
overshot and the deer population 
brought lower than good game 
management would dictate. In 
the case of the Huntington Lake 
Refuge, we anticipate a proposal 
to make the opening effective on 
a Thursday, October 1 or about 
midway in the late deer season. 
The idea would be to take off that 
first of the season heavy hunting 
pressure.
